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City Files Suit 
To Purchase Land 

On Friday, December 5, the city 
solicitor, Emmett G. Nanna, filed 
suit with the Circuit Court to con¬ 
demn 2.94 acres of parcel 15 for 
purchase as park land. The pro¬ 
perty abuts on the 3.3 acre tract 
at the foot of Lakecrest Drive 
which was acquired by the city 
earlier this year. The new par¬ 
cel is adjacent to the lake and runs 
westward to about 20 feet west of 
the dam. It is a triangular piece 
of land about 500 feet long and 
200 feet wide at its widest point 
When acquired, it will be used for 
further development of the Lake 
Park. It includes the present path 
on the south side of the lake, which 
contrary to the understanding of 
many Greenbelt citizens, does not 
yet lie on public land. 

The decision to purchase the land 
was made by motion of the city 
council in January, 1968 from ex¬ 
cess funds set aside earlier for 
land acquisition. In February, 1969 
the land was approved for pur¬ 
chase by the federal government 
under the Open Space Land Pro¬ 
gram of the Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development. Since 
that time the city has been trying 
to negotiate for its purchase with 
the owners of the property, Lemer, 
Reiner and Ammerman, When the 
owners were unwilling to accept 
the federally authorized figure, the 
city instituted its court proceeding. 

Lawyers for the owners have 
until December 22 to answer the 
city"s suit. No date has yet been 
set for the court hearing.

Weapons Ordinance 

Under the ordinance adopted by 
city council last month, no individ¬ 
ual within Greenbelt’s city limits 
is allowed to carry or use a deadly 
weapon. The ordinance does not ap¬ 
ply to law enforcement officials or 
to sportsmen shooting on rifle 
ranges or premises where guns can 
be fired without endangering lives 
or property. 

The ordinance does not penalize 
residents who own guns and keep 
them in their homes. Unloaded 
and properly cased weapons may 
also be carried on one's person. 

Included in the definition of 
deadly weapons are revolvers, 
shotguns, rifles, air-guns, “B-B 
guns, gas-operated or spring guns, 
and any instrument, toy, or weapon 
commonly known as a “peashoot¬ 
er”, “slingshot”, or “beany.’ 

Persons convicted of violating 
this ordinance are subject to a 
jnajdmuni fine of $100 and/or 30 
days imprisonment. 

This ordinance is similar to the 
one previously on the books, except 
for deletion of obsolete passages 
relating to the operation of a city 
rifle range. 

At the Dec. 1 city council meet¬ 
ing Councilman Joel Katz raised 
a question whether off-duty law 
enforcement officials would be sub¬ 
ject to the ordinance. City mana¬ 
ger James Giese said he would get 
a ruling on this from the city soli¬ 
citor. 


U.S. ARMY EXHIBIT 

The United States Army’s role as 
defender of the nation is outlined 
in a new exhibit that will be on 
display at the Municipal Bldg, in 
Greenbelt, Dec. 27-31. 

Entitled TJ. S. Army - A Heritage 
of Freedom”, the indoor display 
makes effective use of photogra¬ 
phic reproductions of paintings by 
some of America's great military 
artists to tell its story. 

Each painting depicts a scene 
from a battle in which the nation 
took part - from the Revolutionary 
War to Vietnam. 

Soldier-attendants will be on 
hand to answer visitors' questions. 

During its showing in Greenbelt, 
this nation-touring of the Army ex¬ 
hibit will be open to the public free 
of charge. 


City Notes 

The Public Works Dept, has com¬ 
pleted installation of individual dog 
houses and pens behind the office 
building of the new Municipal Ser¬ 
vice Building. They also cleaned 
out the stream which flows into 
the bay end of the lake near Olive- 
wood Ct after heavy rains carried 
debris through the silt basin and 
down the drain, clogging the 
stream. 

Because of the higher volume of 
trash being brought in to the land¬ 
fill, both the bulldozer and the 
front end loader were in operation 
there to compress and cover the 
deposits. 

On December 18, following a 
weather report that predicted snow, 
the city crew loaded up its salt 
spreaders for immediate action. By 
good luck or bad— depending on 
on the point of view —the salt was 
not needed. 

In the hope of making ice ska¬ 
ting at the lake more pleasant and 
safe, the city has lowered the water 
level. It was discovered last year, 
when the water level was lowered 
to facilitate the cleaning of the 
lake, that the ice was much im¬ 
proved. In addition, the danger 
of open water around the spillway 
was eliminated. When the skating 
season is over, the water will again 
be raised to its normal level. 

Two blocked storm drains have 
been causing problems recently. 
One, near 10 Court of Southway, 
caused the flooding of the boiler 
room. The city crew cleared the 
drain of dirt and tree roots, which 
had caused the flooding. The other 
blocked drain caused flooding of 
the basement in the new library 
building, A broken section which 
caused the blockage, is being re¬ 
paired by a contractor for the 
library. 

The Parks crew removed dead 
trees along Crescent Rd. near St. 
Hugh’s church and at the Lake 
Park. They also cleaned up the 
municipal cemetery and laid wood 
chip mulch at several playgrounds 
and around newly planted trees in 
Springhill Lake. The leaf vacuum, 
which had been under repair until 
Thursday, is now making its 
rounds.

Jascourt Runs Second 
In School Board Slate 

A Greenbelt man, Hugh D. Jas¬ 
court, came one step nearer to a 
possible appointment to the Prince 
Georges school board when he ran 
second in a slate of eight candi¬ 
dates at a nominating convention 
on December 18. Representatives 
for about 90 different citizen groups 
cast ballots for their first, second, 
and third choices for the vacancy 
left by the resignation from the 
school board of Blanche Van de 
Ree. On the basis of points allot¬ 
ted for each rank in the voting, 
Jascourt ran 32 points behind the 
front runner, but well ahead of the 
next candidate. 

The three top names have been 
forwarded by the convention to 
Governor Marvin Mandel. Although 
the recommendations by the con¬ 
vention are advisory only, Gov. 
Mandel has in practice made ap¬ 
pointments to the School Board 
from the convention’s nominations 
to fill the last three vacancies. 

Jascourt, who is chairman of the 
City's Parks and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board, was nominated by Rob¬ 
ert McGee of Springhill Lake. Jas¬ 
court, an attorney for the Federal 
Reserve System, resides at 7 Maple¬ 
wood Ct.

MNCPPC APPROVES 
RIGHT - OF - WAY 


At a meeting on December 17 the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission approv¬ 
ed the dedication by Sidney J. 
Brown, developer of the Beltway 
Plaza, of a 60-foot right-of-way for 
Gentry Drive, the north-south street 
which runs through the shopping 
center near the A&P Supermarket 

An agreement was reached two 
days earlier by Brown and the city 
of Greenbelt, in which Brown a- 
greed to dedicate the land for the 
street with no costs accruing to 
him for paving, curb, or gutter 
work. The developers of Spring¬ 
hill Lake, which will use the street 
for access into the apartment com¬ 
munity, and the city will share 
the construction costs. 

At the present time the dedica¬ 
tion of the right-of-way is being 
officially recorded. The city has 
executed its agreement with 
Brown and forwarded it to him for 
his signature. 

Brown plans to develop an At¬ 
lantic gas station at the corner of 
Gentry Drive and Breezewood 
Drive and an all-weather covered 
shopping mall next to the S. Klein 
department store, which would en¬ 
compass about 50 stores. 
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Junes Smith Resigns SHI Board; 
Church Site, Alley Traffic Discussed

A relatively short regular meet¬ 
ing of the GHI board of directors, 
the last before the Christmas vaca¬ 
tion, was held on Thursday, Dec. 
18. Traffic control in certain court 
alleyways was discussed and infor¬ 
mation on the current status of 
the Lutheran Church site was 
brought up to date. Toward the 
end of the meeting the board also 
heard director James W. Smith 
submit his resignation, because of 
the pressures of his own profes¬ 
sional work. 

Mr. Smith, residing at 133 Green- 
hill, has been elected to the board 
three times and has served almost 
five years. His work as a dairy 
specialist with the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture has become in¬ 
creasingly more demanding, he ex¬ 
plained to this reporter. Recently 
he has been elected president of 
the National Mastitis Council, 
which is responsible for some sani¬ 
tation practices in milk production 
across the country. His service 
to GHI was gratefully acknow¬ 
ledged by chairman Schwan and 
several of the other directors. 
Smith said he would still be able 
to serve on committees. 

Earlier in the evening, Smith 
gave a report for the ad hoc com¬ 
mittee on the Lutheran church 
site, in which he said that in the 
event the city should decide not to 
continue its negotiations with the 
church, GHI should enter the pic¬ 
ture. He, as well as director David 
Lange, made it clear that the city's 
interest was still considered to be 
the determining factor at present 
Lange requested that the item be 
placed on the agenda of every reg¬ 
ular meeting until a final outcome 
has emerged. Some reaction was 
evinced by director Douglas Hawes, 
who felt the membership could be 
polled on whether GHI should ne¬ 
gotiate for the site, and by Milton 
Hoffman of the audit committee 
who questioned whether the build¬ 
ing on the tract would be worth 
buying for the corporation’s pur¬ 
poses. Director Nat Shinderman 
argued that administrative space 
was needed and that GHI would 
not be “steamrollered into a price 
which is too high.” 

Court Traffic 

Some residents of 19, 21, and 23 
Courts of Ridge Road have reques¬ 
ted some form of traffic control in 
the entrance alleyways of their 
courts. Manager Breashears and 
his staff have polled these courts - 
out of thirty-three respondents. 


thirty approve of some control, 
and of these twenty-seven approve 
of the use of bumps in the road¬ 
way to slow cars down. The opin¬ 
ions of three traffic experts were 
generally against the use of such 
bumps on through roads but did 
not rule out their use on minor 
roadways if properly posted. Shin¬ 
derman favored the use of apro- 
priate traffic signs instead of the 
bumps but after Schwan spoke of 
his favorable impression of such

controls in a Syracuse university 
housing development, the board 
passed Smith’s motion to install 
them. 

A number of other routine mat¬ 
ters were taken care of in the 
course of the meeting. A 1970 bud¬ 
get expenditure of $2,112,993 was 
authorized, contracts for automo¬ 
tive and general liability were let 
to two insurance companies, and 
Breashears described a fact sheet 
on the new townhouses that the 
staff is mailing out to the occu¬ 
pants (who will be moving in 
shortly after the beginning of the 
new year). 

Director Hawes provided some 
comic relief early in the meeting 
by taking a seat as a visitor and 
voicing a couple of complaints on 
his own; the complaints were con¬ 
cerned with financial handling of 
the sale of his home by the corpor¬ 
ation. The board and the manager 
assured member Hawes they would 
look into the problems. 

The board was saddened to hear 
from Shinderman that former di¬ 
rector William Helm is seriously 
ill Sympathy was expressed to the 
family.

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'An Ineauitable Formula" 

To the Editor: 

Bast Thursday, 11 December, as 
an elected Auditor of GHI, I made 
a presentation to the Board of Di¬ 
rectors on the subject of a raise 
in the monthly charges to the mem¬ 
bers. Your reporter noted that I 
“set off a brouhaha by charging 
that the allocation . . . between 
brick and frame homes was inequi¬ 
table”, but he actually reported 
very little of what I said and mis¬ 
sed completely the substance and 
significance of my presentation. 

I said that we do not know what 
our maintenance is costing us per 
unit; that our accounting system 
is based on a funding or aggregate 
concept and that while this is ad¬ 
equate for many purposes, it still 
leaves us with aggregate costs only 
and therefore we have to use a for¬ 
mula to determine unit costs — a 
formula which is more than fifteen 
years old and therefore inequit¬ 
able —• and which produces inequi¬ 
table charges to the membership. 
I further said that since year 1964 
or thereabouts, we’ve been in a 
wholly new ball-game; that every 
year since 1964 we’ve had an op¬ 
erating deficit which has depleted 
our reserves; that the old formula 
tells us nothing we need to know 
about where and how our funds 
are to be spent -— if indeed we are 
not un-wisely rat-holing some of 
it — and finally it tells us nothing 
about where and how to spend the 
funds voted by the membership lor 
Capital Improvements. 

Why do I say that? Because our 
Capital Improvement Program is 
a scattershot program based on 
visual inspection — inspection it 
is true by a dedicated and experi¬ 
enced maintenance department, but 
visual and not based on a represen¬ 
tative cost expensing system and 
therefore unable to (1) pin-point 
the areas which are producing in¬ 
creased costs or (2) render a cost 
comparison to similar units else¬ 
where within our community. 

Our Auditors, Oehman & Co., 
have complimented our clerical; 
cash and accounting personnel who 
by their dedication and longevity 
have aided materially in making 
our present accounting system 
work, but they add that it is “an¬ 
tiquated for the fast changing 
business world” and that “if our 
staff is interested in a system they 
feel worthy of consideration we 
would expect to assist in whatev-

er analysis is necessary.” 

It strikes me that such a state¬ 
ment from our Annual Auditors 
is a very broad hint to us — 
very far from being the “comfort 
letter” it has been characterized 
to be by certain of our people. 

I have no wish to be inflamma¬ 
tory or to become a controversial 
figure. The “brouhaha” referred 
to by your reporter was not of my 
making. It was raised by a Board 
Member whose favorite tactic it is 
and who succeeded thereby in cut¬ 
ting me off from making my final 
remarks on the need to re-vamp 
our expense accounting systems so 
that they will tell us how to spend 
our funds and how to equitably 
apportion charges among the mem¬ 
bership to meet our obligations. I 
am still prepared to discuss the 
outlines of such a system with the 
Board and Management. It was for 
this reason that I induced the Au¬ 
dit Committee to request a meet¬ 
ing with our Annual Auditors — 
to explore some such proposal.
